Tn the fall of 1887 <i party of sur- 
veyors loft 'Fort Yuma, Cat,. oh ,;luty 
in connection witli tho mile iiqsts and 
other landmarks distributed lifting 
tho . international boundary Hiio bo- 
t woo ft Upjm r u ml La wo? (Jnl I fornio. 
Tho first two days out woro.ploasant 
enough, hut the .third day proved 
anythlngbut agreeable, 'for a drriszly,- 
wet'i-alasot in which kopt every ono 
closely, confined, to the. cam p. While 
the .moisture. ,was-;(alHng : ,tliick and 
fast a -M oilcan: 'o Ulcer,* accompanied 
by ; tii escort, rode up nnd. claimed 
shelter, which the sitrvoyors woro 
glad' enough to grunt for tlio sako.of 
their company. 

Theolliccr related a startling story 
of having oncotintorod four largo 
"Mexican lions not two hours previ- 
ous, which animals sec mod quito 
ferocious and -hungry, nnd notuully 
had disputed their pa&sago through 
tho chaparral. Tho men o( tho escort 
had fired and wonndod tivo or tho 
brutes, but the quartet of monsters 
filially carried them sol voa sullenly 
off and disappeared hi tho tlmbor. 
Uo "also said tho country was full of

It in true, however,- nevertheless, and 
is supposed to bo the '-work of Italians, 
whoi mora largely then "any other na- 
tionality, seem to favor tho imitation 
of our minor nnd subsidiary coin. . 

' Tho Brooklyn and New Jersey ferry 
companies, the elevated railroads of 
both Now York and Brooklyn, nnd tho 
various slot machine , companies are 
Tegular customers for the exchange of 
cents for other money at the subttens* 
ury. • At times they turn in cnormotiB 
quantities, tho slot companies alone 
ranglne between S125 and 8700 a day. 

As might be expected, all sorts of 
oddities In the way of coin come in 
with tho quantity taken in tho -ma- 
chines. In' addition to the counter- 
feits are scores of "not one cents" of 
war times, metal discs, and foreign- 
copper, Austrian money predominating. 
Ab tho copper cent is simply a token, 
no matter what its condition is, it Is 
redeemed atpar if it can in any way 
bo identified as United States money, 

Tho popularity of the slot machines 
a year or* so ago brought' about a 
curious condition of affairs in tho 
country. Tills was nothing short of a 
"cent famine." ' The headquarters of 
the company are In New York, and all 
agents sent their cents hero for re- 
demption, which drained tho country 
of its supply and overstocked tho 
minor coin vaults of the jsnbti-easury 
here with cents.

TO FORM A REPUBLICJ 

New Advice* It<>c«lv«d An to tlio I'ro- 
tUIoiuW Government. 

Honolulu, Jan. 25.— There is no im- 
portant change in public affairs. It is 
privately learned that n new constitu- 
tion is all ready to be promulgated at 
the proper time. Chinese laborers aro 
to be imported until Japan is ready to 
continue the supply on satisfactory 
terms. It seems to be definitely as- 
certained that for several weeks' 
past and prior to Thurston's visit the 
government has been working out a 
form of constitution for nn indepen- 
dent Hawaiian republic, which is now 
substantially settled upon. Its form 
is like those of the stales of the Union, 
with President and Vice-President and 
upper and lower houses of the legisla- 
ture. For voters for the lower house 
the chief qua lid cation is ability to 
read and ivritc the English language, 
which will exclude most of the Japan- 
ese. In this house the native and half- 
white vote will greatly predominate. 
Certuin special powers will be con- 
ferred upon the executive and upper 
house, acting in concert, which will 
enable them, when well agreed, to 
prevent the obstruction of necessary 
legislation by the lower house 
Under this constitution! the native 
element will possess all - share in 
legislation which it has ever possessed, 
while royal and executive power will 
practically be transferred to the con- 
trol of the more Intelligent and capable 
white population. 

The plnnters'hnve asked the govern- 
ment for permission to introduce a 
limited number of Chinese laborers.
